HaTJiard by an electric railroBd IB jOBt 
now under warm discaeaioc at tho latter 
l>l»ue, and while a majority ot tho tni«i- 
neflB men and farmers of. that locality 
«ro in favor of tho project there are florae 
dissenters whose opinions are voiced bv 
a recently established papor, tho Journal. 
The alleged argument against the road is 
that it would make Hanford and that 
rich ecction of country a contributor to 
Fresno's commercial importance, but 
that llauford would got nothing in re- 
tarn. This is ft view of tho matter that 
followd to its logical conclusion would 
take the country back to mule teamaand 
freight wagons, for with such means of 
travel and communication between towns 
and cities there is little danger of one 
community exchanging patronage with 
another.

is not objectionable in u country in 
which all industries and resources aro 
represented, bnt for a single community, 
the 
industrial life of which comes

tate its business relations with o neigh- 
V»ring community, is eimply absurd. 
Fresno might as well dcsiie that her 
railroad connection with San Francisco 
be revered because we contribute through 
that medium to the bay cily's volume of 
trade, 
If Fresno's railroad connection 


waa with eastern cities alono her local 
trade would then be conBned strictly at 
homo, but who will be so foolish as to 
argue that such a change would be bene- 
ficial? 
We lind in San Francisco a 


market for many things for which there 
is no market at home and which could 
not be profitably shipped to tho nietont 
markets of the east. 
Hanford would 


find by direct and rapid connection with 
Fresno a like advantage. Jl would also 
bring to ilself business from adjacent 
localities that now goes to other poinls. 
There IB mnch to be eaid in favor of this 
line, connecting as it would the busi- 
ness metropolis of tho valley with the 
richest agricultural community in the 
valley. There is no legitimate argument 
that can be made against it by either 
Hanford, Fresno, or any intermedialej 
point. It would bo beneficial (o all.

"What good will this canal accomplish 
.t finished ?" for its advantages are obvi- 
ous and so many; aud nafde from tho 
convenience and cheapness of water 
travel, there are two things of almost in- 
calculable valuo that will remit.

est portion of tho valley, its very trough 
as it were, and if only used for drainage 
purposes will become of immense ad- 
vantage wit'iin n few yeora. 


It is evident to everyone at all conver- 


sant with agricultural and horticultural 
conditions tlmt the San Joaquin valley IB 
rapidly reaching a point where draining, 
as woll as irrigating dittihcs, are of prime 
necessity. . The depth of water level be- 
ow the surface ia gradually diminishinc, 
and an extensive drainage system will 
era long be absolutely requisite. 


Second—Reclamation and preservation 


of immense bodies of splendid land will 
also result from this proposed cana . For 
example, it is often remarked that the 
watera of Tularo lake, which receded for 
a term of years, are gradually rising. In 
round numbers 300 square miles or 
nearly 250,000 acres of fertile lands are 
subject to inundation by the waters of 
Tulare lake at an time upon a succession 
of two or three wet seasons. This ia in 
excess of the land now under tbe waters 
of the lake. A tax of $5 per acre on that 
body of land alone would bnild the whole 
canal and absolutely protect the 250,000 
acres apainat any future overflow. 


Thia of itself is sufficient warrant for 


tho canal, for it will at once make $40 
land out of what now lias only a dry year 
value—practically nothing. 


The convention has initiated a good 


wqrk. Tho people along the'line should 
complete it.
